WE CAN'T AFFORD TO GAMBLE 
AmonE the men who know ths Russian 
economy best, the consenaua Ij that tho 
Soviet union Is not papable of fighting a long 
war auccesaf ully. 

There are many'reaaohs lor this vl(w: the 
Tulnorablllty and overburdened state oI.Rus 
.. slaa tranaport. ohortoKca of some critical ma. 
terlala like oil and the sulphuric acid iieeded 
Soi explosives, the general vulnerability of 
many Important Industrial centers, the fact 
that Ruuala already hna committed a high 
proportion of men and matpflitla to military 
purpoao and cannot safely divert much more. 

But the economic spcclallsta are agreed 
that none of these limitations ruica out the 
poaalblllty of the Kremlin undortalting war 
If It thinlu tho conflict can be kept short. 
It'a conceivable. In fact, that Moscow mlRht 
conclude time ts against It, that It ought to 
itrllc e whi le It enloya Ita' present advantag e 
In mobilized manpower and atoclcpllcd munl^ 
tlons. 

Horejhe A-bomb enters as a powerful. do- 
terrerit. Hut our military experts think there 
la a point where the Ru.sslan Communist 
leaders might risk even the dansers of devas- 
tating U, a. retaliation by A-bomb. Thai point, 
they believe, Is the moment when Ru-wla's 
own A-bomb stockpile Is big enough to sup- 
_ port, what the Reda would hope to be a 
crushing . surprise blow against our mtijor 
itrateglc airfields and Industrial cities. The 
aim would be to cripple our counter-force 
be/ore It could be applied. 

Thus'a Russian attack envisaging n short 
war cannot be ruled out. The economists be- 
lieve the Soviet economy would support It. 
and the soldiers think that under certain clr- 
, cumstances the Idea might recommend Itself 
to the Russian high command. 

Naturally, however, we are not likely to 
gain much solid- Information about Soviet 
Intentions. During the MacArthur hearlnRs 
a lot of aenatora have consumed many pages 
. Of the record in trying to pin down Generals 
MacArthur, Marshall and Bradley on what 
the'Ruislana Intend to do. Do they really 
believe anybody knows; or can find out? 

If we were to tailor our strategy' to the 
afc e ti^ h y fragments nf real Infnrmtttlnn ,'w(^. 
. lIB~able-to-7gatheE-fihout-8ovlot ItUcnllmis.. 
our plans for defense would have a (llmsy 
foundation Indeed. 

We cannot take the risk of concluding that 
Russia win not start a war, as some would 
«llke to have us do In the absence of positive 
proof to ths contrary. There Is only one safe 
tod sane course for us. That Is to shape our 
atrategy and defense effort to fit what the 
RujRlans are capable of doing. 

We can't know Soviet Intent, but we can 
and do know Russian military capabilities. 
The experts tell us Moacow has the men and 
the munitions - und the.-acQDomy-to..flght a 
short wftr, presuming a certain supply of A- 
bombs. Therefore we must bcrcady to_mect 
an attack, wherever Ilussla Is able to deliver 
It 

— Hiti-elementftry necesalty-^ould-ba^vU- 
dent even to those senators who think we 
can divine what Joe Stalin Is thinking. 

APPEASEMENT AND PEACE 

Appeasement Is a policy In thorough and de- 
■erred disrepute among all people who under- 
.- stand- the-nature-ol totalltajianlsm. 

Communists, like their nazl and fascist 
brothrep, regard appeasement as a gesture of 
weakness. Hence they are never really ap- 
peased, but always press for more. 

But to suggest that we ' dare not negotiate 
with an enemy lor fear of appeasing him In- 
dicates a total lack of confidence In ourselves 
as skilled negotiators. 

It the Chinese reds want pence In Korea 
on our terms, there Is no sound reason why 
we should not negotiate. 

Those terms, naturally cannot reward the 
• communlsti in the faintest degree for the 
aggression they have undertaken. 

As a matter of fact, talk of a negotiated 
peace may In the end prove jicademle. Though 
they be Uckcd, or at least effectively stale- 
mated, the reds may never want to concede 
defeat by suing for peace. 

As Oeneral Bradley and others have hinted, 
they may jhoose simply to let the war die out 
by slow degrees, with no formal cease-fire and 
no negotiations. 

That would be one way of mlnlmlUng their 
failure both to themselves and to those they 
are trying to win over In the rest of the wofld. 

Whether It be this or a formal jwice bid 
on their part, we don't have to ahy away 
from It In fear that we have thus appeased the 
communists.
